The Trinity--No. I. 


BY REV. ENOCH POND, D. D. 
EXPLANATION OF THE DOCTRINE, 

The doctrine of the Trinity consists of two 
parts. First, it is the doctrine of one God. — 
Secondly, it is the doctrine of three persons, or 
personal distinctions im the one God. 

The doctrine of the Trinity, we say, is the 
doctrine of one God. It has been objected to 
this doctrine, that it is inconsistent with the D1- 
vine unity. But so far from being inconsist- 
ent with it, it rather excludes ut.
